If a woman is 
fitted for a career, kitchen me- 
chanics are not going to keep 
her from it. If she ix made for 
the role of housewife, the cook 
stove will get her in the end. 

Among the news of the day 
is an item reporting a confer- 
ence called by Dr. J. Hillis Mil- 
ler, Keuka College president, to 
discuss the present status of 
women, A committee was ap- 
pointed to study twenty-five 
phases of the life of women in 
a democracy. 

The study will include govern- 
ment, religion, art, childhood 
education guidance, volunteer 
service, medicine and higher 
education. 

The decision to launch the 
study came after an informal 
talk by Dr. Harriett M. Allyn, 
dean of Mount Holyoke College, 
who told the group that men 
“were gently urging women 
back to the home,’ and that 
“women were preferring to go 
back because they found compe- 
tition with men in this world 
was not as casy as they thought 
it wns.” 

This conclusion docs not strike 
me as particularly flattering to 
our sex. It rather implies that 
we can’t take it, which isn’t ex- 
actly a faithful presentation of 
facts. Thinking women often 
quit work because they resent 
the low wages paid to women, 

One of the women at this par- 
ticular conference implied that

men made it uncomfortable for 
women in certain fields. She 
contended that women could not 
get jobs in the chemistry ine 
dustry “because men in a plant 
would not. stand for women 
around.” et 

She criticized women for not 
being “sufficiently interested in 
public affairs.” — 

On the whole, feeling was 
that men are forcing women 
back to the kitchen where, no 
doubt, a great many of them 
belong, and most certainly are 
needed, : 

Doesn't it follow that women, 

being adaptable creatures, usti« 
ally fill, or try to fill, the vacant 
niche? When they are needed in 
the home they assume the burs 
den of home making. There aré 
wives, and I venture that they 
are good wives, too, who simply 
detest housework and who would 
far rather make money in somé 
way congenial to them so that 
they could pay a maid to take 
over the chores. , 
_ When the home-loving womas 
finds it necessary to work oute 
side her home, she does it, if she 
is fortunate enough to find 
something she can do; and, 
what’s more, she usually finds 
time to keep her house jh order 
and her family supplied with. 
wholesome home cooking aided 
and abetted by the excellent 
prepared productions that are 
now an accepted part of the 
well-stocked larder. 

One might as well admit that 
the husband of the career woe 
man has his bad moments in 
which he undoubtedly wishes 
that she could see her way clear, 
to abandoning her career and 
devoting herself entirely to him.

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MAKE YOURSELF QUILT OR AFGHAN 
THESE WINTER EVENINGS 


MAYBE the reason we don’t do 
so much handwork as our an- 
cestors used to is simply that 
we don’t have ag many children. 
Take Queen Anne for instance; 
she had twenty children, and it’s 
no wonder she brought English 
needlecraft to its highest flow- 
ering in sewing for them, 
Quilts ate an honored Ameri. 
can craft, There I think a bit of 
originality is in order. So try to 
tell your family story in your 
quilts if you‘re a good hand at 
creating your own designs as 
the pioneer quilters did. And, 
yet, some of the ready-bought 
patterns in the stores are so 
lovely they’re a temptation. 
One of the smartest quilt. 
spreads I've seen was made of 
wide strips of light blue and 
white cotton pieced together the 


full length of the quilt — very 
modern looking it was. The back 
was of flowered percale. A floral 
quilting pattern was worked up 
the wide stripes like garlands, 
This quilt was used for 4 spread 
with a white box-pleated flounce. 

The prettiest quilting job I've 
seen uses plain percale with gar- 
lands of flowered chintz ap- 
pliqued on it for the design, then 
an extra fine quilting pattern. 
That’s a much easier type of ap- 
plique than making each flower 
and leaf yourself. Be sure it's a 
washable chintz. 

I have seen somo beautiful 
bedroom ensembles created on 
this idea. For instance, one old 
bed was completely rejuvenated 
by the use of » quilt spread 
made with appliqued chintz gar.

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MANY FACTORS AFFECT GROWTH OF INDOOR PLANTS 


THE NEXT TIME you won- 
der why your indoor planta do 
nos scem to be doing well, why 
they look withered and yellow, 
check up on the following: 
Presence of gag in the room, 
poor drainage, lack of moisture 
in the air (keep a bowl of 
water near the plants or use 
one of the humidifiers which 
cin be attached to the radiator 
to insure moisture), sorgy soil, 
soil that i too dey, over.

Plants have them at seme time 


or other, Look for first stgns 
of aphids on buds and on the 
growing tips of plants, The 
old standard method for kill- 
ing them is the use of a nico. 
tine sulphate spray mixed with 
soap. The spray must touch 
the body of the insect in order 
to kill it, That ig why it is 
known as a contact insecticide. 

One application is generally 
sufficient to get rid of the pests, 
but, after waiting a few days, 
it is best to use a second. 

Another group of sucking 
insects is the mealy bugs. 
These little bugs are cavered 
with a cotton like substance. 
You should lock for them first 
around the joints and at the 
leaf axils, especially if you 
have some plants of shrubby 
habit, 

The beat way to kill miealy 
bugs is with weod aleahel, 
Wind seme cotton around a 
skewer, of like object; dip in 
the alcohol, and apply dircetly 
te the insect.

Red Spider is harder to get 
rid of than the other insvets, 
Syriuging with cold water 
rather forcefully will help 
eheck it, A spray of rotenane 
is proud, and dustinge with tine 
sulphar has proved beneficial,
